— Parents and teachers examine 
all the work, written and otherwise, and send in their reports 
only. No work to he sent up. The examination is optional. 
Summer Reports (only) to be posted to the Secretary, House 
of Education, Ambleside, either before July 30fch or after Sep- 
tember loth. 

Examination to occupy a full school week. 

Reports are enclosed to be filled up by parents or teachers 
on all subjects. Names, in full , ages and classes to appear on 
the Reports. Schools and Classes should state the number of 
children working in each Form. 

For scale of marks to be followed in all subjects see head 
of Report Forms. 

In Form I B the teacher writes down the narrations. In 
I A the pupil writes one answer in each subject and narrates the 
rest. In Upper I A two answers should be written.
